Relics of the Indian bowling, alley 


are rare except ia a few sections of the 
countryt thus showing that the game 
was not a universal one, and of all the 
games which the Indian played bowl- 
ing is undoubtedly the most remote. 
The Western Reserve of Ohio was one 
of the centers for the Indian bowlers. 
In several parts of Ashtabula county 
some of the older residents have these 
relics preserved, which they have pick- 
ed up themselves in their early farm- 
ing, usually in the open field. 


The balls used, instead of being 


large wooden ones, like those in use 
today, were made of light colored 
stone and ranged in size from an or- 
dinary league ball down to the com- 
mon small toy rubber ball. The al- 
leys were built of wood, carved out to 
make a reasonably smooth surface. 
The game was more to see how far 
one could roll rather than accuracy In 
striking the tenpins at the opposite 
end of the alley. 
The allejs were 


built so long that, it is alleged, it was 
a hard matter to roll one of these stone 
balls so that it would reach the end. 
The Indians, too, kept a score, and. 
like Jn all other games, they gambled. 


Tiie Indians were inveterate ball 


players and excellent "rooters." Thc-ii 
game lasted usually from 9 o'clock ID 
the morning till snndow n. It was par 
ticipatod ia by from GOO to 1,000 youuu 
men, divided Into two sides, and the 
games were witnessed by from 3,000 
to 0,000 men, women and children. 
who formed nn immense ring around 
the entire field. The enthusiastic In 
dlan yells wore not altogether unlike 
the noises of the modern ball park 
There was scarcely an intermission ol 
flve minutes during the entire day. 


The game, however, resembled OUT 


football rather than baseball. When 
the ball wns in the air, tlicro \\oic 
kicks aud struggles, maimed limbs and 
bruised bodies. A prescribed line dl 
vided the "rooters" of the two sides 
and across this lino the gambling took 
place. Old men were selected as urn 
pires. Women ou both sides brought 
the crude household goods of the fain 
ily to tho ball park to be staked on thf 
game. Stakeholders guarded the goods

camps, although there •was not neces- 
sarily more tbau one tribe engaged 
in the game.

Tho extractives of 
nieat, among the more important of 
which are lactic acid, butyric acid, 
acetic acid, etc., are by no means harm- 
ful if taken in small quantities, as is or- 
dinarily the case, and tbe same is true 
of the nitrogenous constituents. 


There can be little doubt, however, 


that these constituents do have a bad 


TJie dealer held vp an instrument

This fits under the tail 
of the hprse snugly. The blade, which 
Is raised several inches above the top 
of the animal's tail, is then brought 
down sharp on the upper surface of 
the tail at some point between the ver- 
tebra bones, and with a quick, hard 
pressure of the extended handles of the 
knife the joints of the vertebra are 
lopped off as the limb of a tree between 
the sharp edges of the gardener's prun- 
ing knife. 


The operation Is, of course, extremely 


painful, especially as most horses are 
docked when they have attained full 
growth, the tail being simply the elon- 
gation of the animal's backbone. To 
the bleeding stump is applied the end 
of a redhot iron to cauterize the wound 
or, as horsemen say, "to stop the flow 
of blood."

of the animal during and following the 
amputation and the Infliction of addi- 
tional pain by the application of the 
redhot iron to the raw surfaces of the 
lacerated bone can best be imagined.

"Docked tails, curb bits, high heads 


and stiff ohcckreins, curved necks by 
reason of {hesc curb bits, and clanking 
chains have been in vogue for so long. 
and the people arc so used to having 
such a combination as the acme of 
horse fashion, and the onlookers from 
the sidewalk have envied these equip- 
ages for so long, that the style has be- 
come a recognized part of society's get 
up. The horse doesn't enter into the 
matter. 


"If one state has a law against dock- 


Ing,

has not. Horses may be operated upon 
n the latter and shipped into the for- 
mer. 
The only way occurring to me by 


which a positive stop might be put tc 
the practice, since the people them- 
selves refuse to take the Initiative, 
would be to make it a misdemeanor tc 
liave a docked horse in one's posses- 
sion. This Arcndiau epoch, however, 
will never be reached. 


It is common to find horses whose 


tongues are grooved with a deep cut, 
hard aud callous by years of constant 
pressure of the curb bit. A horse's 
tongue is soft and smooth; it is not 
rough as a cow's, and it Is very sensi- 
tive. The torture of a high checkrcin 
awl a double curb bit, with the reins 
n the lower ring, must be very great. 
This is the reason why a horse 
'champs' the bit and tosses his head up 
and down Irom side to side. By these 
motions, which appear 'so stylish,' he 
obtains momentary relief from the 
pressure of the bit, curb chain, check- 
reiu and head harness gear pressing 
xipbn his flesh and irritating his nerves. 


On the underside of these large 


curb bits for carriage horses will be 
found a series of ridges or convolu- 
tions cast in the steel. These ridges, as 
they press down upon the horse's 
tongue by the pressure of the reins. 
hurt it. A smooth curb bit Is bad 
enough, but the ridged one hurts just 
that much more. They are called 'se- 
vere' bits and are supposed to keep the 
horse in restraint They will be found 
in 99 out of 100 sets of harness used by 
fashionable people. 


"The most 'severe' bit used is the 


Spanish curb. It has la the center n 
raised part like an inverted U. 
At> 


Inched to this is often .seen a little 
wheel, which gives forth a clicking 
sound as the horse rolls it on his 
tongue, which he does all the time 
when he Is at rest with bridle on, and 
this motion of the animal's bead and 
the clicking sound are a delight to the 
Spaniard or the Mexican, but it is hard 
on the horse when the slightest pres- 
sure is exerted. 
A> horse's jaw can be 


broken by one of these Spanish bits. 


"The checkreiu could be prohibited 


by law if legislatures would pass such 
a measure. A law affecting curb bits 
would meet with stronger opposition, 
is it would be urged that these bits 
were necessary for the proper and safe 
control of horses."— Washington Star.

Unless he Is very carefully removed 


the sores cause the most Intense irri- 
tation and may lay a man up complete- 
ly. The usual method of removing him 
is to widen the hole ID which ho has 
entered and then extract him, intact If 
possible, with a needle, care being tak- 
en that no eggs or young are left be- 
hind. The place should then be dressed 
to prevent festering. It Is not advisa- 
ble to mare') much after removing jig- 
gers, but unfortunately it is frequently 
unavoidable.

This isvoshtchik is a strange object 


as he Pits on the narrow board which 
serves him as a scat at the front of his 
droshky, clothed in a Ions blue gown 
which reaches the ground, is heavily 
mulled with down and tied in at the 
waist witn a f>trap or ornamental cord 
and a heavy sheepskin cap over his 
(jars. lie lives a nomadic lifo, seldom 
having any fixed residence* or stable In 
the town, nnd he is thus often to bo 
seen asleep in his droshky. while his 
horse foeds at the public troughs which 
the local authorities put up in almost 
every side street. 


One may see him, when he has put 


down a passenger and earned his fare, 
po to the nearest corn i-orchant, buy 
just sufficient bay and corn for one 
meal for his horso nnd place it iu the 
manger. Then lie gets fodder for him- 
self from the ambulant vendors of 
black bread, trcsca (odoriferous cod- 
fish) and woak, milklcss tea who stand 
at the corners of most Russian streets, 
and aflei-ward be sleeps peaceably in 
his sleigh until his horso be rested nnd 
Ct for another journey. Then on lie 
goer; again until, sonic hours later, ho 
repents the process at the other end of 
the- town. 


At night be playis "Box and Cox" with 


his partner, with whom he forms a lim- 
ited liability company. At a fixed time 
he must meet him in some tavern yard, 
take out his own tired horse nnd sur- 
render the droshky. The second man, 
whose horse is fresh, DOW takes his 12 
hours and at the appointed time in 
tlie morning must meet in the same 
tavern.

work, and vice versa. Thus one ve- 


drcsslng. Most men walk about throe 
years and six months aud spend two 
years and nine months in other exer- 
cises.

It Is not a well known fact that a 


hrge percentage of the shipments of 
liusong (Aralia ginseng) which go an- 
nually to China is contributed by the 
forests of northern Ohio. Nevertheless 
>t is true. Large districts there were 
and still arc comparatively well stocked 
with the herb, aud many' residents 
.jive made hundreds of dollars by gatli- 
rlng the roots iu years gone by. The 
first sign of spring calls the ginseng 
diggers from their homes, aud many of 
hem are already aiield, seeking prob- 
ably the most precious plant that 
;rows. 
A spade and bag over his 


shoulder identify the man who seeks 
ginseng from other men. lie goes to 
rich woodlands and then singles out 
the butternut trees, under which the 
;ierb is most commonly found. 


The roots of the plant, sometimes 


Ueshy tubers the hi/c ol' a fore-linger, 
arc of t"**t shape and easily go to make 
up :i '""/find of the matter desired. 
When dried, they bring from $3 to $10 
a pound, according to their size, the 
older and larger the higher the price. 
Although gathering the roots is a prof- 
itable business, that of selling dir.'ct 
to the consumer is much more profit- 
able. In China it is sold by the OUIK-? 
and ofttiuif?:- brings as high as .$'200 an 
ounce, that weight in all oases bringing 
more than tin* pound upon the Ameri- 
can market. With the Celestials it is a 
prize, and upon perfect specimens as 
high us ?t!,300 has been lavished. "With 
them it Is supposed to possess a super- 
natural power to strengthen and invig- 
orate the weakening tissues, so that 
the eater will live to be 10<> years old. 
And riot only is tlie power thus asi-rib- 
ed. but to the poor mentally it imparts 
knowledge aud, above all, prepares 
the olive eyed prince for a long and 
luxurious cojourn on earth. 


In fact, the ginseng root is almost 


Far-red to the Chinaman of the upper 
ola^s, and to pro«oiit It to one's friend 
I; ji homage dlllicult of appreciation 
l.y the sons of the west who gather it 
In the woods. 
The entire growth of 


the herb is protect ed by 
I lie govern- 


ment in tbe Chinese empire. 
At one 


time the emperor detailed 10,000 Tar- 
tars to gather all that could be found 
in his domain. Each mau was obliged 
to girt1 two po,nnds to his majesty, and 
for what be suceeeded In gathering aft- 
erward ho was repaid by its weight in 
f.ilver. 
This, however, was no more
